Mike Duffy, Democratic candidate for 
state's attorney from Lake County, strongly 
accused, the county Republican party leader- 
ship on Oct. 25 of attempting to influence Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Richard Burk of Palm 
Beach, Fla., to be lenient in sentencing for- 
mer Antioch resident and convicted 
marijuana smuggler Haley. 

Duffy made his remarks at a hastily 
assembled press conference in the lobby of 
the County Building in Waukegan. 

The candidate had returned from a trip 
made two days beforehand to Palm Beach, 
Fla. where he obtained from the Palm Beach 
Sheriff's office copies' of letters Written to 
Judge Burk by Robert P: Neal, chairman of 
the Lake County Republican Central Com- 
mittee, and other prominent local residents. 

The letter from Neal was dated May 22, 
1984, four weeks after Haley had been con- 
victed on a charge of conspiring to smuggle 
2,000 pounds of marijuana in the state of

Tomaschtik headed her letter with her title 
as Antioch Parks & Recreation director, a 
title she used two more times in the letter.
